The object of seed treatment 
is to kill all the gsclerotia or any 
part of the fupgus that might 
Scab—Potato scab appears upon 
the tubers in crust spots, deeply 
cracked and furrowed. In_ serious 
cases these spots may join together, 
causing a general roughened appear- 
ance over the surface of the tuber. 
develops no sclerotia or other 
structume upon the surface of the 
tuber and causes no pits or pockets 
as in the case of the rhizoctonia. 
Similarities and Differences—The 
rhizoctonia disease is caused by a 
soil fungus common in many soils 
and supposed to be a native in some. 
Scab is caused by a soil bacterium 
common in nearly all soils and 
especially prevalent in soils with a 
high humus content. Rhizoctonia is 
especially favored by an acid soil 
and scab by an alkaline soil. Rhiz- 
octonia is lessened by the use of 
barnyard manure while scab is in- 
creased by its use, especially if the 
manure is fresh. It has recently 
been determined that the organism 
causing scab is very prevalent in 
humus material in the process of 
decomposition. Both diseases best 
develop under high moisture condi- 
tions and when once established in 
the soil will remain there for in- 
definite periods. Both attack such 
crops as beets, turnips, mangels, ru- 
tabagas, etc., but have never been 
found causing injury to such crops 
as wheat, oats, or barley. Rhizoc- 
tonia and scab aer both subject to 
the same seed teratment. Formalde- 
hyde is effective against scab but 
is very unsatisfactory against rhiz- 








octonia, while the cororsive subli- 
mate solution is effective against 
hotly diseases. , 4

Christian Science is giving us this 
enlarged understanding of the na- 
ture of God, which is essential if 
we are to appropriate in greater 
and greater measure the _ infinite 
blessings which infinite Love has in 
store for us, 

In undertaking to know some- 
thing of the nature of God, we are 
all agreed in edmitting that God 
is omnipotent, omnipresent, and om- 
niscient; that is, all-powerful, ever 
present, and alltknowing. We are 
all agreed in admitting His infinite 
perfection and presence and power; 





yet after making these state- 
ments the religious thought of| 
the world quite generally contra- 


dicts them by admitting that sickness 
and other forms of imperfection are 
either sent of God or permitted by 
Him, as though divine Mind had any 
imperfection to send or could per- 
mit it without becoming responsible 
for it. 

No matter by what term we may 
think of God, whether it be as in- 
finite Life, or infinite Principle, or 
infinite Mind, a logical deduction as 
to the nature of man and the crea- 
tion will always bring us to the 
;same point,—that of the eternal 
perfection of all that God has made, 
and the unreality of sickness and all 

The only way we can fail to ar- 
rive at this conclusion is by simply 
saying God is God,—making no ef- 
'fort to understand His nature,—and 
insisting that the sickness and sin 
which we see about us are in some 
| way according to His infinite  per- 
fection and _ holiness. 

We all of us accept the statement 
| that God is wisdom, but it is better 
to say that God is Mind, because 
wisdom is never anything but the 
expression of Mind. If we admit in- 
finite wisdom, we must admit that 
it is the emanation of an _ infinite 
Mind. 

Let us illustrate the divine Mind 
by using the ordinary conception of 
a human mind as an example. You

{he never moved a muscle, never | 
'spoke a word, you would rightly 


| conclude that there was no mind 
there. So a mind to be a mind must 
\be filled wtih ideas, and an idea by 
virtue of being an idea must be ex- 
| pressed. It is impossible to con- 
ceive of a mind filled with ideas, yet 
unexpressed, for a mind with no ex- 
pression is not a mind but a blank. 

Now we have evidence of infinite 
wisdom in the universe, and the evi- 
dence of infinite wisdom predicates 
an infinite Mind. The infinite Mind 
is filled with an infinite number of 
ideas or thoughts which constitute 
its wisdom. These ideas, because 
they are ideas, cannot be separated 
from the Mind which contains them, 
and it is the activity, the reflection, 
the manifestation of these ideas 
which constitute man and the uni- 
verse. As God’s ideas we exist in 
Him,—perfect, spiritual, and immor- 
tal—and because we exist in Him 
the Scriptures declare that, “In him 
ijwe live, and move, and have our 
being.” 

There is a further quality of an 
idea that it might be well to con- 
sider. An idea has no ability to do 
anything or to be anything other 
than just the idea of the mind in 
which it exists. It cannot change 
itself or become more or less or 
different than that Mind intended it 
should be, for it thas no volition of 
its own, and must of necessity ex- 
press exactly the qualities of the 
mind whose idea it is. Man is the 
perfect idea of God, and as an idea 
of God he has no volition of his 
own. He cannot be sick or choose 
to do evil, for if he could change 
from being God’s perfect idea he 
would be greater than God, because 
he would have spoiled the infinite 
design, frustrated the divine  pur- 
pose. Now infinite Mind is infinite 
Spirit and infinite Life. In express- 
ing the perfection of infinite Mind, 














finite Spirit, and as an expression 
of infinite Life man must be eternal, 
‘while as an expression of infinite 
| Spirit man must be spiritual and not 
material. 
God’s image and likeness, has all 
the qualities of God, and not a sin- 
gle quality which is not of God; 
therefore he is healthful and holy; 
spiritual, immortal, perfect. 

Such a conclusion as this leaves 
no room for a mortal, material, sick, 
and sinful man, yet we have the 
problem of materiality with its sick-

My Dear Mr. Podrasnik:—-The or- |

As you may know, we live in Val- 
|lejo, a town of the size of Ontario 
and Upland combined, in which 
there were up to two weeks ago 
23 saloons (until Secretary of the 
|Navy Daniels made it dry). The 
town is made up of workmen at the 
navy yard. The houses are old style 
frame buildings all painted the same 
color, a dirty yellow, with red roofs. 
The city laws are even more pecu- 
liar; drunken men can yell, fight 
and curse on the main street all 
night but they will not allow the 





milk delivery wagons on the streets 
|before 7:30 a. m. on account of 
noise. The town has never known 
such prosperity as since the war 
broke out and they believe in the 
|old motto, “Make hay while the sun 
shines,” and they live up to it, too. 

Mare Island, on the other ‘hand, 
is said to have been the prettiest 
navy yard and training station in 
the country. Its beauties are fast 
fading away on account of the vast 
amount of building going on, such 
as railroads, temporary sleet iron 
shops, etc. 

The homes of the higher ranked 
officers there are grand and_ sur- 
| rounded by beautiful gardens. These 
like all things else on the island are 
;Owned and maintained by the gov- 
| ernment. 
|" Of course all the war business and 
ithe military life was quite a noveity 
and served for a while as a kind of 
vacation. However, you can be sure 
| that I'll be glad to get back home 
| When the time comes. On the other 
| hand, I'll soon be due for sea duty; 
of course that will be another nov- 
jelty which I’m gure I will enjoy 
| and may prove a little more exciting 
i to say the least than waoat I’m doing 
here, 
| We are now running somewhat 
short of doctors here just now and 
|are kept very busy. Due to. the 
great number of ships being put in 
;commission, ‘however, the number 
| of enlisted men has decreased ma- 
| terially. With all the decrease we 
have a large camp and many re- 
cruits every day. 
| Hoping this will find yourself and 
‘family well.

19 men who will make that state-|

grand jury). Mr. Duckworth re- | 
plied: “If the district attorney is} 
disqualified, you show it.” | 

‘Tf you ‘had been elected instead | 
of appointed the situation would be 
different,” said Mr. Levering. 

“You stoop, suh! I have lived in| 
this county for 30 years and you 
are the only man—”’ 

“You misunderstand me,” said Mr. 
Levering. “I am just putting this 
on a human basis. I don’t think you 
would violate your duty.” 

“You infer it,’ said the district at- 
torney. “You are the mouthpiece of 
this grand jury! I am tired of this 
rawhiding. I will do what the law 
provides I shall do, and I will not 
go an inch beyond it.” 

“When the judge gave us our in- 
structions he said we should em- 
ploy counsel if the district attorney 
was disqualified,” said Mr. Levering. 
“Then those instructions were 
changed.” 

Says He Will Know 

“What do you intend to do?” ask- 
ed the district attorney. “If. the 
district attorney files a suit in this 
county he is going to know just 
whtat he is filing, and he is not go- 
ing to take the word of anybody 
this grand jury might hire to de the 
work the law says the district attor- 
ney shall do. You don’t know who 
the district attorney of this county 
is. I told you before that I am not 
going to appoint a deputy and I 
thought you understood the English 
lauguage. If I owe this board of su- 
pervisors anything, I don’t know it.” 

“T don’t tink for a moment any- 
thing exists between you and the 
supervisors,” said Mr. Levering. 

“There is not a man in that grand 
jury but thinks we should have an- 
other attorney,” said H. M. Barton, 
foreman of the grand jury. 

“You are not going to do it,’ said 
Mr. Duckworth. ‘The law is plain.” 

“It was done in the past,” said 
Mr. Levering. 

“It was done in an extraordinary 
inquiry and that shouldn’t have been 
done,” said Mr. Duckworth. 

“IT think it would be better for 
this board to take it up with the 
attorney general,’ said Mr. Riley. 

“And with the superior judge,’ | 
said Mr, Duckworth. “I am_ respon- 
sible for the outcome of any action 
the district attorney’s office begins, | 
and I will have to be shown the 
facts in any contemplated action be- 
fore it begins, and the grand jury is 
not going to employ an attorney to 
represent the district attorney.” 





Probably Hospital Matter 


That the probe in question is the 
hospital construction matter is cer- 
tain.

ed it employed Attorney Ralph E. 
Swing E. Swing, in accordance with 
instructions from Judge H. T, Dew- 
hirst that it had such power.  Dis- 
trict Attorney Duckworth declined 
to appoint Mr. Swing or anybody 
else a deputy district attorney 
Judge Dewhirst then modified his in- 
structions. He had been in error. 
The grand jury then requested the 
attorney general, it became appar- 
ent Monday, to make the appoint- 
ment. The attorney general appa- 
rent declined, and referred the mat- 
ter, in a measure at least, to the 
board of supervisors. 

A letter from the attorney general 
was in the thands of the grand jury 
Monday. <A portion of it was read 
to the supervisors by Foreman H. 
M. Barton. The grand jury commit- 
tee interpreted the letter to mean 
the supervisors should employ the 
The district attorney and 
the supervisors did not read the let- 
ter in that manner, and the district 
attorney said there was no law that 
would provide for such an expendi- 
ture. 

How far the district attorney has 
been with the grand jury in _ its 
probe did not develop at the contro- 
versy. 

“The grand jury asked me for an 
opinion and I gave it, and it wasn’t 
the kind of an opinion it wanted,” | 
the said. 

“The grand jury doesn’t want the 
district attorney’s advice. It has 
plainly shown that. The grand jury | 
has not treated the district attor-!

or respect.”
